MARINE RIFLEMEN GET GOING AT SEA GIRT 


Marine Corps riflemen got off to a flying start in 
this season’s competitions by taking all three matches 
last Wednesday in the annual Interstate Rifle and 
Pistol Competitions at Sea Girt, New Jersey. 

The Meany match at 500 yards, which was open to 
all competitors, was won by Sergt. C. C. Stanfield of 
the Marine Corps. He made a score of two plus a pos- 
sible 50. Corp. A. W. Carlton and Private A. G. Cahill 
tied for second place with 49 bull’s-eyes out of a pos- 


sible 50 and Sergt. T. H. Hasbrouck and Lieut. L. T. 


Schoommaker, both members of the 113th Infantry of 
the New Jersey National Guard, were tied for third 
place, with 48 out of a possible 50 bull’s-eyes. 

Three members of the Marine Corps made perfect 
scores in the Gould 200-yard rapid-fire match. Private 
Frank Pulver made 19 bull’s-eyes in addition to the 
possible 50. Capt. W. W. Ashurst and Private George 
L. Sharpe ran 8 over the possible 50. In the shoot-off 
Capt. Ashurst scored 7 and won second place, while 
Sharpe finished third with 5 bull’s-eyes. 

The team representing the 5th Regiment of the Ma- 
rine Corps won the 71st Regiment match. The mem- 
bers of the winning team scored 1,148 out of a possible 
i,230 bull’s-eyes. The first team of the 102d Cavalry 
finished second with 1,037, and the second team of the 
same outfit finished third with a score of 772. 





FOOTBALL PROSPECTS 

The arrival of a few days of cooler weather was 
marked at all posts by the appearance upon parade 
grounds and athletic fields of footballs instead of the 
customary baseballs. The men are for the most part 
contenting themselves with kicking the ball around but 
the chances are that in a few weeks teams will be 
organized at nearly all Marine posts.

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RADIO FLASHES FROM RECRUITERS 


That the recruits now coming into the Corps are of 
a higher physical standard than formerly is shown in 
a report recently circulated to recruiting districts by 
Major M. E. Shearer, the officer in charge of recruit- 
ing. The report states in part: “The quality of men 
received throughout the year has generally been better 
than those received during the preceding year, the im- 
provement in physical condition being quite marked, 
the rejections for physical causes having been reduced 
over fifty per cent, and this with a stricter physical 
examination and higher physical standards.” 
Shearer includes in his report instructions for the 
elimination of undesirables, for despite the care taken 
to weed out these men at recruiting stations, applicants 
who are under age, who have criminal records, or who 
have some physical defect not readily perceived, will 
occasionally get to the recruit depots. 


Kansas City recruiters have been going like a whirl- 
wind lately and succeeded in getting their entire quota 
for August by the 16th of the month. They were com- 
mended by Lieutenant Colonel C. B. Taylor, the officer 
in charge of the Central Recruiting Division, who 
wrote: “The officer in charge takes great pleasure in 
commending the officer in charge of the Recruiting 
District of Kansas City, and all enlisted men under 
his charge for the excellent results obtained during the 
current month, and for procuring the full quota of en- 
listments assigned by the 16th instant.”

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EDUCATION IN AMERICA 


America spends more money from the public funds 
on education than does any other country of the world. 
Figures show, however, that in spite of this fact the 
number of citizens who spend any large number of 
years in school is very small. Not one-half of the boys 
und girls between 14 and 16, and not one-fourth of 
those between 16 and 18 are in school. In other words, 
the regular schooling of at least half of the citizens of 
America stops at the age of 14 and only one-fourth 
attend school after they are 16. 

Another set of figures reveal the interesting fact 
that out of the total number of men and women hold- 
ing the higher offices in over a hundred large businesses 
had received better than a high school education or 
had taken course in extension or correspondence 
method of education. 

Considering the two sets of figures together, two 
things are apparent: First, the correspondence method 
plays a big part in making for success. Second, the 
man who has an opportunity to do educational work 
after he is fourteen is an exception and should be con- 
gratulated. 

Both of these facts should mean something to every 
Marine. The Marine Corps Institute is here to serve 
you.
